I ho two light bid,*, which wore ro- 
ceived at the Olliee of t Im* pity clerk ces­ 
toi day, wert' opened at the special meet­ 
ing of the city council last night.

Both bids consisted of six items, as 
provided by the plans and specifications.

4 . A. Tripp, of Indianapolis, consulting 
engineer.

Samuel Langhorne Clemens—“Mark 
Twain’’—soldier, printer, pilot, report­ 
e r miner, lecturer, editor, publisher, 
author, was born on Nov. 80, 183ft, In 
j the 
little 
town of 
Florida, Monroe 
county. Missouri, a hundred miles or 
so northwest from St. Louis. 
Mr. Clemens’s father, called by cour­ 
tesy 
.Judge, 
was a man of education 
and social importance as those things 
were estimated on the frontier in the 
early part of the last century. 
The 
elder Clemens moved to Florida five 
years before the binh of Samuel, and 
in 1838 ho moved to Hannibal, Mo., a 
flourishing town on the Mississippi, 
about 125 miles above St. Louis. There 
young Clemens learned to know and 
love the river which has so frequently 
and 
prominently 
appeared 
in 
his 
stories. 
Judge Clemens built in Hannibal its 
first f v\ ase tory house and bought for 
his daughter the first piano seen in 
the little town, from which it seems 
reasonable to dismiss as unfounded 
the stories of Mark Twain’s dire pov­ 
erty in his youth. 
Young Sam was 
sent to the village school and in vaca- 
j Hon was not put to work, but allowed 
to explore the glens, cliffs, islands, 
caves and marshy shores of the Mis­ 
sissippi. explorations which disclosed 
mvstei ies and beauties he made the 
world familiar with in “Tom Sawyer.” 
At twelve years of age Samuel went 
info the composing room of the Han­ 
nibal 
Weekly^ .Journal 
to learn 
the 
p r in te r s trade and he learned fast, 
soon becoming an expert compositor. 
He determined that if he must be a 
printer ho would be a tram p printer,

worked in the composing rooms of 
newspapers in St. Ixmis, Cincinnati. 
Philadelphia and New York.

As it is contrary to the policy of 
the United States to secu re “spheres 
o f influ ence” and to mak e commercial

Manchuria. 
It has lately entered into

China that the 
mines alo ng certain Manchu rian rail­ 
way s shall be ex ploited by the Chinese 
and Japanese, allowing it to be infer- 
ferred that no one else may ex ploit 
them.

THE BOARD OF TRADE 
TO BE INVESTIGATED 


T H E C O LO N EL IN PARIS 


Uncle Sam Going to Look Into 


Its Methods . 


Washington, April 22.—The Chicago 
b oard of trade is under investigation 
b y the department of justice. 
The de­ 
partment is endeavoring to find out 
whether the Chicago exchange is guil­ 
ty of violating, through any sort of a 
comb ination, the Sherman anti-trust 
law’. 
It suspects, so it is said, that 
through a committee or through agree­ 
ments prices of wheat, corn and other 
staples are fixer! and that in conse­ 
quence the people at large suffer. The 
department has no proof as y et. that 
such a comb ination or agreement ex­ 
ists, b ut it lias ordered Assistant At­ 
torney General Harrison to investigate 
in Chicago, and also 
has instructed 
United Slates District Attorney Sims 
to look into the matter. 
In addition to his work at Chicago. 
Mr. Harrison was ordered to look into 
the alleged comb ination of b utter men 
i at Elgin. 111. 
He was more concerned 
! in this latter investigation than that 
at Chicago, which was turned over to 
Mr. Sims after a few day s of investi­ 
gation b y Mr. Harrison. 
The department of justice will not 
j admit that it has inserted its prob e 
j into the Chicago exchange, b ut from 
j other reliab le sources information to 
this effect was ob tained. 
Further ac­ 
tion against the exchange depends en- 
, tirely on the facts revealed b y the in- 
! vestigation. 
President Taft and Attor­ 
ney General 
Wickersham, 
however, 
are represented as determined if pos­ 
sib le under existing law to b reak any 
comb ination or pool which is in con­ 
trol of any staple or commodity which 
enters into daily life. 
Just how soon 
the department can decide as to the 
course to b e pursued at Chicago is un­ 
known. 


He Calls Upon Both the Pre s ide nt and 
the e x -Pre s ide nt. 


Paris, April 22.—When Mr. Roose­ 
velt left the American emb assy in a 
closed automob ile to call on the presi 
dent, the news of his arrival seemed 
to have spread and quite a large crowd 
lined the sidewalk opposite the palace 
of the Elvsee, who saluted Roosevelt 
b y raising their hats as he came and 
went. 
His call on President Fallieries 
lasted ab out forty -five minutes, after 
which he called on Foreign Minister 
Py nohon at the ministry of foreign af­ 
fairs. 
He then visited ex-President 
Loub et. 
It may b e recalled how some 
time ago M. Loub et. pointing to a 
photograph of King Edward on his 
tab le, said to a caller that the king 
was a real friend, as he alone of the 
• rulers and great men b e had enter­ 
tained during his presidency called on 
him when in Paris after his presidency 
was over. 
To King Edward may now 
b e added Roosevelt as one who does 
not forget past greatness. 
Upon returning to the emb assy Mr 
Roosevelt talked for a short time with 
Parisian journalists and after dinner 
w’ent to the Comedie Française. 
Upon arriving at the theater Roose­ 
velt was received b v Jules Claretie. 
director of the Com (‘die 
Française, 
whom he addressed as “Mon cher col­ 
league.” 
On entering the presidential 
b ox Roosevelt received a b ig ovation. 
The whole audience rose and shouted 
"Bravo, b r a vo’ and “ Vive Roosevelt,” 
continuing their piaudits for a long 
time. 
Roosevelt came twice to the 
front of the b ox and b owed his ac­ 
knowledgements.

scenes during the entre acte and talked 
with the performers.

tim es disturbed by menta l emotions. 
Exa mples of such 
tra nsient interferences with the norma l a ction of differ­ 
ent orga ns by menta l influences a re blushing, bla nching 
a nd fa inting, or, on the other ha nd, tumultuous bea ting 
of the hea rt. 
While the mind ca nnot cha nge the course of a disea se 
or cut short its dura tion, it ca n modify grea tly the suf­ 
fering felt. 
For the pa in, the distress, a nd even the dis­ 
a bility ca used by a given disea se a re not a fixed a nd in­ 
va ria ble qua ntity, a like in a ll insta nces a nd a t a ll times. 
As well a s we ca n detect fa int noises otherwise unhea rd 
by 
“ listening,” we ca n ma ke ourselves conscious of the 
slightest discomfort produced by disea se by wa tching 
for it. 
The concentra tion of a ttention upon the disea sed 
pa rt, a ided by fea r a nd a nxiety, will not only intensify 
a ll suffering, but ma y even perpetua te it occa siona lly 
a fter its origina l ca use ha s pa rtly or wholly cea sed. 
But the mind ca n lessen the inconveniences of disea se 
a s well a s exa ggera te them.

Lord Dudley, the Governor-Genera l 
of Austra lia , ha s hea ded a movement 
for persua ding the federa l government 
to esta blish fn Austra lia a sola r ob­ 
serva tory to a ct in concert with those 
now' in opera tion in Engla nd, India I 
a nd America . 
It is pointed out tha t j now ca n rea d„ y 
there is a grea t brea k in the cha in of 
these observa tories, extending between 
Ca lifornia a nd India , a nd covering a 
dista nce of 
150 degrees of longitude. 
The proposed observa tory in Austra lia 
would serve to fill this ga p. 
Moreover, 
it would possess specia l va lue from 
being loca ted in the southern hem i­ 
sphere. 
With its a id a continuous se­ 
ries of observa tions of the sun, ex­ 
tending throughout the 24 hours, could 
be ma de. 
Among the most interesting of Amer­ 
ica n birds is the grea t vulture ca lled 
the Ca lifornia condor, which riva ls the 
fa mous condor of the Andes in size, 
a vera ging 4 V> feet in length a nd 10 
feet in sprea d of wings. 
It nests in 
wild a n d ’ ina ccessible 
pla ces in the 
m ounta ins. 
Its eggs mea sure 4 V5 by 
2 % inches, a nd a re very ra re in col­ 
lections. 
Prof. Vernon L, Kellogg ca lls 
a ttention to the fa ct tha t tl » s bird ca r­ 
ries two ma llopha ga n pa ra sites which 
a re common to it a nd to the tw'o other 
grea t vultures of the America n cor- j 
dillera , the Andea n condor a nd the ; 
king-vulture, 
whose 
combined 
ra nge 
extends severa l thousa nd m iles north 
a nd south. But the pa ra sites a re w ing­ 
less, wherea s the 
vultures 
represent 
three sepa ra te genera , of which the 
individua ls a re pa rticula rly non-grega - 
rious. 
How, then, ha ve they come into 
the possession of identica l pa ra sites? 
Professor Kellogg believes tha t the ex­ 
pla na tion must be tha t the pa ra sites 
infested a n extinct common a ncestor of 
the three rela ted types of birds, a nd 
ha ve persisted, pra ctica lly uncha nged, 
on its now divergent descenda nts. 
Invention during the next two or 
three centuries, sa ys Prof. J ohn G. 
McKindrick, will proba bly be In the 
direction of im ita ting 
the 
wonderful 
economy, a nd the simple, direct m eth­ 
ods of na ture. 
Ta ke the electric eel. 
Its electric orga n is in no sense a 
stora ge-ba ttery, but a contriva nce by 
which electric energy is libera ted a t 
the mom ent when it is required. 
At 
rest, the orga n shows so sma ll a n elec­ 
trom otive force tha t a good ga lva no­ 
meter is required to detect it, but a 
sudden nervous impulse from the eel’s 
spina l cord ra ises a potentia l of ma ny 
volts, 
with 
very litle 
hea t, a nd 
so 
sma ll a n expenditure of ma tter a s to 
defy the most expert chem ist to weigh 
it. 
Fireflies, glow'worms 
a nd 
ma ny 
deep-sea fishes produce light without 
hea t, “ a t a cost which w'ould ma ke the 
price of wa x vesta a n extra va ga nt out­ 
la y.” 
The orga nic chem ist requires a ll 
the resources of his la bora tory, with 
high tempera tures a nd potent a gencies, 
to produce a lka loida l substa nces which 
pla nts ma ke a t a low tempera ture a nd 
by slow processes.

“ Another reversible film which kept ma ny people guessing a long tim e 
wa s one which first showed a ma ss of cla y, a nd then to ta ke form a nd sha pe 
itself into the likeness of George W a shington. 
How wa s it done? 
Sim ply 
by ta king a wa x ima ge of the Fa ther of His Country a nd slowly m elting it 
while the photogra phs were being ticked off. 
Now, when we ra n the film 
ba ckwa rds the m elting process wa s reversed. 
But a s I sa id, these things 
don’t go down a ny longer. 
“ You’d be surprised to know how resourceful some of the photogra phers 
a re to-da y. 
There is a film which ha s la tely been sent out a ll over the coun­ 
try tha t ma rks the clim a x in the a rt of motion picture fa king. 
I don’t b e­ 
lieve one ma n in a thousa nd who sees it will ha ve the lea st idea how it wa s 
done. 
It represents the flight of the children of Isra el, a nd gives the scene 
where Moses wa ved his wa nd a nd the Red Sea pa rted. 
“ The ma n who took tha t picture spent tw elve hours on the Red Sea 
section a lone. 
He singled out a spot on the shore of Long Isla nd, where 
there wa s a sa ndba r which wa s out of wa ter a t. low tide, a nd under wa ter 
a t high. 
He sta rted a t high tide a nd took, sa y, a score of pictures of the 
sea a s it looked then. 
After fifteen minutes he reeled off a nother twenty, 
a nd fifteen m inutes 
la ter he did the sa me. 
Thus a t the end of six hours he 
ha d a fiim show ing the cha nges for every qua rter of a n hour. At the end 
of tha t tim e the tide ha d receded so tha t the sa ndba r could be seen.

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PLANS TO PREVENT MAIL TRAIN ROBBERIES. 


LANS to protect railway mail 
P 


l 
trains from robberies are al­ 
ii 
most as numerous as the post­ 
al trains iu the service of the 
country. 
The government and 
railroad officials for years have 
been trying to find some way 
to head off such occurrences. 
Every time 
there is a train robbery the railroad, ex­ 
press, and mail authorities are flooded with 
suggestions from persons who live in this 
country and in others, as to how to avert a 
train holdup or to save life and property. 
One of the 
express companies has been keeping a file of such let­ 
ters and papers. 
One single volume of the file—and 
there are several of the same size—is ten inches wide 
and long and four inches thick. 
It is filled to the cov­ 
ers with the greatest variety of ideas that ever came 
from^the head of a human bdlng. 
Some of the ideas 
are accompanied by crude drawings, but some of them 
have been prepared by competent draughtsmen and a rt­ 
ists at the work. 
There is an endless array of designs 
for bomb-like cars, compartments made of steel with 
openings large enough only to stick the barrel of a rifle 
through. 
Then come the different ideas in 
alarms, 
whistles and flashes to be set off by any member of 
the crew that first discovers the presence of a hold-up 
man. 
Some of the cars that have been designed by the 
public are little short of rolling arsenals. 
They are 
equipped with every kind of a gun from a small pound­ 
er to a magazine rifle and automatic pistol that keeps 
on shooting as long as a shooter may crook his finger 
In a trigger grip. 
An engineer on the Monon in Southern Indiana once 
contrived a system that not only would 
alarm 
the 
whole train crew, but wmuld set off a volley from se­ 
creted fire arms located about the train. 
He was a 
thorough student in the use of air. he had a lot of 
practical ideas, and he actually harnessed up the entire 
braking system of his engine and train for the purpose 
of giving an effective holdup alarm. Even with a bandit 
standing close to him in the cab, he could send the 
alarm without the knowledge of the intruder. 
For years one of the express companies operating out 


of Chicago made use of an armored car, writes J. L. 
Graff in Pennsylvania Grit. 
In the center was a steel- 
lined compartment in which was racked a great assort­ 
ment of shooting irons. 
There were numerous port­ 
holes, some of them bored in steel projections from the 
side of the car. From one of these holes a sharpshooter 
could rake the right of way on either side of the train, 
its entire length. 
This car was alwrays on the rear 
end of the train, where rode all the train crew and the 
guards. 
A well-known express official says that of all the con­ 
trivances that have been suggested by the great a^rny 
of cranks and others who have contributed them to the 
safe transportation of valuables, an explosive torch has 
claimed the most attention and discussion. 
Some of the 
officials to-day are strongly favoring its adoption. When 
the torch is exploded by electricity, it sets off a flash 
that may be seen for miles. 
Its light illuminates the 
entire train, it spreads out over the right of way on 
either side and reaches ahead and far back of the 
markers on the last car. 
It is claimed that such an 
alarm is more dreaded by the holdup gentry than any 
other that has been presented. 
In late years the robbery of mails is said to have 
been more frequent than of the express car. 
In nearly 
every instance the robbers have sought out the regis­ 
tered mail. 
But compared with a period twenty to 
thirty years back, the robberies are few. 
There is no 
longer so much wild country, civilization has spread 
through the region where once it w'as hazardous to haul 
money and compared with the business now boing han­ 
dled there are much fewer interruptions of the 
kind 
that this locality furnished the most recent occurrence.

In France a method of seasoning 
wood through the agency of electricity 
is credited with much success. 
It Is 
called the Nodon-Brottonnean process. 
The timber is nearly immersed In a 
tank of water containing IO per cent 
of borax, 5 of resin and a little car­ 
bonate of soda, and rests on a lead 
plate connected with the positive pole 
of a dynamo. 
Another similar plate, 
lying on the exposed surface of the 
timber, is connected with the negative 
pole. 
Thus a current of electricity 
can be passed through the wood, from 
which all the sap appears to be re 
moved, while the borax and resin take 
its place In the pores. 
In a few hours 
the timber is taken out and dried and 
the seasoning is said to be complete.

where the milk of several hundred 
cows is probably mixed, or the milk 
set in pans and crocks or deep cans, 
which, when the cream is taken off, 
is always cold and usually half sour. 
Skimmed milk may be fed to calves 
with more profit than to any other 
thing about the farm, unless it be the 
poultry. 


A well matched pair of pure bred 
draft marcs ought to be worth, in spite 
of the autos, $1,000 apiece, and proper­ 
ly bred stallions will bring even more 
than this. 


Colds induce bronchial troubles In 
fowls as they do in people, 
The re­ 
spiratory organs of poultry are sub­ 
ject to the same troubles as those of 
the human family. 


Keep the hens in the best possible 
condition, clean the houses often, feed 
carefully of good, clean feed, spray 
for mites and lice, and you will be as 
apt as anybody to get eggs. 


The chickens should be encouraged 
to run and scratch in the garden in 
the winter after the frosts have de­ 
stroyed the tomatoes and other vege­ 
tables the fowls might damage. 


Farm ers’ and stockmens’ meetings, 
college short courses and farmers* in­ 
stitutes are important educational op­ 
portunities at this season of the year. 
It will pay to make the most of them. 


If some of the brooder chicks are 
not quite thrifty as the others they 
should be put by themselves if possi­ 
ble, w’here the stronger ones will not 
run over them and rob them of their 
feed.

H o r s e f l l o o d n S t y p t i c . 
That the blood of a horse has the 
peculiar property of acting as a styp­ 
tic and assisting the formation of a 
cicatrix w’hen applied to fresh wounds 
is a fact well known to the medical 
profession. 
The difficulty about its 
application has hitherto been how to 
obtain fresh, germ 
free horse blQdd 
in an emergency. 
Doctors Robert and Chody, at a re­ 
cent meeting of the Therapeutical So­ 
ciety in Baris, gave demonstrations 
with a powder obtained by a new an­ 
tiseptic 
method from the blood of 
sound, healthy horses which has pre­ 
served the styptic 
properties. Dis­ 
solved in w’ater, it acts in the same 
way as fresh horse blood. 
This dried 
blood powder, it is declared by Doc­ 
tors Robert and Chody, is also effica­ 
cious taken internally as a cure for 
hemorrhage. 


Million fo r D a i r y A n i m a l . 
The Canadian Farmer has this to 
say about the ration of a cow that is 
kept for the milk she produces: 
“A 
good ration for a dairy cow giving a 
fair flow of milk should contain about 
29 pounds of dry matter, 225 pounds 
of protein, 13 pounds of starchy feed 
for carbohydrates and Uj pound of fat. 
All 
these 
figures 
represent the 
amounts of digestible in the feeds. 
The protein should be in the feed at 
the rate of one of protein to about 
5.5 starchy matter. 
Figuring on this 
basis the 
following ration of feeds 
grown on the farm will be found to 
give good results: 
Corn 
silage, 30 
pounds; alfalfa hay, IO pounds; oat 
straw, 5 
pounds; 
ground 
oats, ;> 
pounds, and ground peas, 4 pounds. 
This will give a nutritive ration of 
1.58, or, in other words, there should 
be one pound of proteids for every ojj? 
pounds of starchy feeds.” 


Farmers with silos are inclined to 
feel and show’ greater independence 
than their neighbors without 
them 
They say they don’t care so much 
what the season is, they are sure of 
lots of good feed. 


While the effect of the cow-peas in 
maintaining the fertility of the soil. 
where used 
as 
a catch-crop 
with 
wheat, is clearly shown by this experi­ 
ment, the practice can hardly be rec­ 
ommended in genera! farming. 


In feeding milk right to young pigs 
only a fraction of a teaspoonful must 
be given to each at a time, yet from 
five to seven feeds must be given dur­ 
ing the day, gradually increasing the 
amount after the first day, but never 
giving them all they will drink.

The worst external parasite of poul­ 
try against which the poultryman and 
farmers have to contend is the “com­ 
mon chicken mite” or “red chicken 
mite" ( Dernianyssus gallinae, Redi.). 
There are other species of mites which 
attack poultry, but they do much less 
damage. 
This 
bloodthirsty

causes great loss to the poultry indus­ 
try of the country by 
killing 
adult 
fowls and chicks, and cutting down 
egg production, 
it not only attacks 
poultry, but horses and even man es 
well. 


^ el e e l oil F k k n f u r S e l t li iK , 
A selected lot of one dozen hens will 
lay as many eggs as the average farm­ 
er will care to have hatched, and if 
the hens are re-mated to a pure-bred 
cock he will be the sire of all the 
chickens hatched on the farm, thus 
securing uniformity in color and gen­ 
eral characteristics, instead of having 
chicks of all shapes, sizes and colors 
and not of a characteristic merit. The 
hens not in company will lay just as 
many eggs as if with them, and the 
eggs will possess better keeping quali­ 
ties than those that are fertile. 


M ilking Pnriii L ife A t t r a c t i v e . 
In a large number of farm homes 
about the only time that the family 
are together is 
at 
meal 
times. It 
should be the duty of parents to spend 
at least an hour each day with the 
children, letting the boys and girls feel 
that their interests are their parents’ 
interests also, for in no other way can 
the fathers and mothers keep so firm a 
bold on their young lives. 
Do something, read something, study 
something or think something during 
the time you are in the habit of doing 
nothing. 
Think of the odd 20 minutes 
before meals or after dinner and im­ 
prove it by reading, waiting or think­ 
ing. 
Nothing bespeaks the character of a 
man more than an attractive home, a 
well kept lawn and a happy wife and 
family and these all represent giving 
attention to the often neglected odds 
and ends of our time. 
We should never be above utilizing

As cattle in the tick 
region often carry many thousands of 
these biood-sueking parasites, and as 
each tick during the period of its at­ 
tachment to an animal draws consider­ 
ably more than its own weight in 
blood, it can be seen that these ticks 
constitute an enormous drain on the 
cattle which they infest. 
This accounts for the fact that un­ 
der such conditions it is impossible to 
fatten cattle even on rich pasture and 
with an abundance of good feed, says 
a government bulletin. 
A large part 
of the nourishment that should go to­ 
ward producing beef and milk is com 
sumed by the ticks. 
In addition to the 
loss of blood and nourishment there is 
the never-ceasing irritation caused by 
the ticks, so that the existence of the 
infested cattle is beset with continu­ 
ous suffering, and this of course also 
tends to keep them in poor condition. 
The shrinkage in the milk produc­ 
tion of a cow harboring many ticks 
will average one quart a day, and the 
loss occasioned thereby at 3 cents a 
quart for the 875,000 tieky dairy cattle, 
out of mole than 4.000,000 below the 
quarantine line, would amount to $26,- 
250 a day. Counting 3o0 milking days 
for each cow to the year would make 
the loss 2rom tfcis cause $7,875 ODO per 
arx num.
